Almost a century ago Alfred Tennvson gave to 
the world w hat is prob ab ly his m ost frequently 
read poem, “In M emoriam,” which has such a 
peculiar appeal 
at 
this 
season 
that

properly b e called the greatest C hristm as poem 
ever w ritten. 
Dickens’ “Christm as Carol,” now 
just a hundred y ears old and read b y increasing 
thousands annually , is said to have b een w ritten 
upon im pulse; b ut “In M em oriam ” came after 
seventeen y ears of m editation, reflection and intro­ 
spection, following the death of the poet’s dearest 
friend, A rthur Hallam. 
The poem carries a message of undy ing hope 
and of ab solute f a ith-the nerfcct assurance that 
m aterial or m ortal loss m ay 'ln good tim e b e over­ 
come b y spiritual gain; that love is eternal, not 
destroy ed, b ut only interrupted b y death. 
The 
w ork also discloses that the poet had thi-ugli the 
y ears reflected not only on hi,s own grief, and 
com pensation, b ut upon the sorrows of the w or’d 
and he pleaded that the Christm as and New Year^ 
b ells m ight:

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Nebraska’s winter wheat condi­ 
tion is reported at 53 per cent, the 
lowest in 30 y ears ex cept for 1939 
when the condition was 37 per 
cent, the state-federal division of 
agricultural statistics announced 
Wednesday . 
Wheat was best in the summer 
fallow areas of the panhandle and 
southwestern section and the ex ­ 
treme eastern portion. The out­ 
look was ex tremely poor in the 
south central portion south of the 
Platte river, but was a little better 
in the east central area. 
The condition of ry e was 8 7 per 
cent, being very poor ex cept in 
the northern third of the state. 
Cattle Feeding Down. 
The bureau reported cattle feed- 
operations are about 10 per cent 
below that of the high level of the 
past season “but the increased 
price of corn and advance in price 
of hay and forage may induce 
short feeding.” 
Further comment was; 
“There is some apprehension 
as to whether the hav and forage 
supolv will be ample especially 
if the winter weather is severe. 
Ty ack of orotein supplements is 
also a factor. Lack of the usual 
wheat and ry e pastures have 
aggravated the situation. 
“Hogs are going to market at 
a rapid rate. Farmers dislike to 
hold their hogs after they are 
ready for market because the 
additional gain will not compen­ 
sate fo r the additional corn fed. 
especially since the price ad­ 
vanced. 
Reports indicate a re­ 
duced production of hogs nex t 
y ear. Sheep and lamb feeding is 
on the same high level or slightly 
higher level than last y ear.
